ant. State’s Attorney Frank L. Hatch 
announced this today, before obtaining 
from Judge Creighton ma order for a 
special grand jury. 

Hatch sald he had evidence against 
at least 15 persons to the warrant 
charges of murder, a crime in which 
Illinois law recognizes only one degree, 
the first. 

Those Who ‘took part in the riots not 
directly resulting in deaths will be in- 
dicted and prosecuted on the charge of 
inciting riot. Two hundred persons have 
been locked up. 

It was announced that the panel from 
which the new special grand jury will 
be chosen will be the same which fur- 
nished the special grand jury for the 
indictment of Joe James, one of the 
negroes whom the mob originally sought 
to lynch. About three-fourths of the 
members of the panel live in Spring- 
fleld. 

A circus, due to show in Springfield 
tomorrow has been notified not to come. 
It carries many negro employes: 

From the’: more’than 3000 militiamen 
large guards have 
been detailed to attend the funerals to- 
day of Frank Delamore and John Col- 
well, two of the four white men who 
lost their lives as a direct result of the 
rits. Colwell was shot by a militiaman 
at the scene of the Burton lynching, and 
Delamore, who died yesterday, was 
wounded in the lung during street fight- 
ing. 

It was expected that hundreds of coal 
miners would attend the funerals.

It is believed that the Election Com- 
missioners will resist the application on 
the ground that the secrecy of the: bal- 
lot is inviolable. 

Votes Cast Alphabetically, 

The grand jury is investigating a re- 
markable state of afairs in one ward, 
where every vote was counted for the 
Democratic and Republican slate “can- 
didates. It has also learned that during 
the absence of one of the clerks from 
a certain polling place 110 .votes. were 
cast In alphabetical order. 

The grand jury has satisfied itself 
that many votes were cast for candi- 
dates that were never counted and that 
the returns were badly doctored. Having 
thus laid the basis for a complete in- 
vestigation, the grand jury ‘will be in 
almost. continuous daily session until 
October, investigating the election 
frauds.

. Known ‘as “Uncle Bill,” 

“Uncle Bill’ Was probably the most 
widel! known negro in Springfield. 
Older residents say that he ‘brought 
many negroes to Springfield in the days | 
following the war. He was never a | 
slave, it is said, and it is charged that, 
in the days following the war, he was 
the agent for white men who made a 
hard contract with a large body of ne- 
groes, causing conditions which were 
complained of as resembling slavery. 

The aged sister of Dunnigan told to- 
day of the lynching as she saw it, 

‘We had been warned that a mob was 
coming, and we telephoned to the Jail 
and asked for soldiers,”’ she said. ‘‘They 
said the soldiers would come, but they 
did not. We were afraid to stay, but 
didn’t know where to go, so had to wait 
there. 

‘When the men came to the door, they 
asked, ‘Are there any niggers here?’ 

Beaten With Bricks. 

‘**No,’ said my brother William, ‘only 
white people.” . 

“ "You're a liar,’ a man hollered, and 
someone hit William in.the face and 
knocked him down, They dragged him 
on the sidewalk, beat him with bricks, 
and one man slashed his throat with 
a razor.

Hottest Day of Year Sunday. 

With the thermometer at the Weather 
Bureau's station, away up on the roof 
of the 16-stery Chemical Building, regis- 
tering 98 degrees and the temperature 
2.degrees higher than that in the West 
End and residence districts, St. Louls 
gasped for breath on the hottest day 
of the year Sunday. 

At the residence of D. B. Kribben, 
5.33 Clemens avenue, where the Gov- 
ernment maintains a branch of the 
Weather Bureau, the temperature was 
100 degrees at 3 p. m., according to 
the official reading. 

Throughout the day the temperatures 
in the residence districts were higher 
than they were downtown. 

“The popular impression that the heat 
is greatest In the heart of the city is 
wrong,” sald a Weather Bureau offi- 
Clal. Here is the reason: In the resi- 
dence districts there is an abundance 
of grass and shrubbeiy. Vegetation of 
this And G-es not ‘absorb heat. It 
throws it right back into the air and 
as long as the sun shines it is about two 
degrees hotter than downtown. 


Big Buildings Absorb Heat. 
“Throughout the day the granite and 


asphalt pavements and the big bulid- 
ings of the downtown district are ab- 


sorbing the heat, taking it out of the 
air and storing it up. 


Downtown the brick and 
stone and granitr throws off the heat 
which it has been holding all day. 
“In the residence district the heat 
absorbed by the buildings is much less. 
This is given off quickly and about bed- 
tine it is much cooler than downtown. 
“Conditions are at their worst in the 
crowded tenement districts where there 
is no vegetation to repel the heat and 
where it is absorbed by buildings closely 
crowded together.”

“The principal reason why there were 
no serious prostrations yesterday was 
that the saloons were closed,”’ said Supt.

.o Mr. Gardner’s paper in part is: 

‘The consideration of the integrity 

#of our laws has been for a long time 

secondary among those who control 

the prime factors of the nation’s busi- 
ness affairs, and the same is true of 

_Many others dependent upon them. 

‘This fact is the most subtie and danger- 

,ous problem which our statesmen have 

‘to deal with. Due process of law is 

‘government itself. 

People Should Be Informed. 
“When the power of wealth begins 

to. conserve the functions of govern- 
~ment, then is the time for the people to 

be rightly informed. The prosperity 
which temporarily may be bolstered 
up by the Court of Appeals decision 
and the applause raised in money cen- 
térs controlled by tne parties most in- 
terested in the outcome of the suit 
in question (the Standard Oil suit), may 

'dedeive many people now, but there will 
#leome a time of awakening. 

\ “We-were and are still of the opinion 
’ithat Judge Landis’ decision was based 
upon the fruths which have stood as 
the best bulwarks of the nations of all 
ages. It is ridiculous to say this was 
but the first offense. A good judge 
does not “look through a glass darkly.’’ 
He cannot be good unless he sees things 
as they truly are. 

Saw Old Offenders. 

‘Judge Landis looked and saw old of- 
fenders back of the Indiana corpora- 
tion, offenders against the welfare of 
the .nation,:and brought them face to 
face with their crime. It was a case 
where the law must be adminstered so 
as to be effective. 

“Can there be any possible doubt but 
that the requirement in Judge Landis’ 
opinion does anything mofe than con- 
serve the best interests of government, 
by giving effect to a principle which 
lies at its very base?. What good would 
‘S the law be if its requirement only held 
a shipper to account who knew. the rate 
at the time of the shipment? The ship- 
per would make it his business not to 
know it. : : . 
: “It has been the experience of ages 
that the ‘best interests of Government 
demand that every man is presumed to 
know the law. Judge Landis’ opinion 
sustains this fundamental principle. 

“If Judge Grosscup'’s opinion is to 
etand as the law then one of the great 
props of Government is more than men- 
aced, for this great principle of con- 
struction is a part of our unwritten con- 
stitution, an inheritance of the wisdom 
of the agés, a part of England's unwrit- 
ten constitution and most sacredly pre- 
served by her judiciary. 

Grounds for Jurisdiction. 

“The fact is, that this principle is so 
woven into the fabric of our Govern- 
iment that the very menace of it should 
‘}bde-a sufficient ground, upon which to 
claim the jurisdictiof#f \of the United 
States Supreme Court. is but a mat- 
ter of construction whether the Supreme

Judge Muench’ of the Circuit Court 
Monday granted a writ of mandamus to 
compel the State Board of Health to 
permit the examination of 28 graduates 
of the Barnes University Medicai School 
for licenses to practice medicine. 

This privilege was denied the gradu- 
ates of the class of 1908 last June on the 
ground that Barnes was not a properly 
accredited school, the laboratory not 
having been up to the standard 

Judge Muench heard the testimony a 
week ago and then took the case under 
advisement. 

At the trial it appeared that the State 
Board of Health made an inspection of 
the school in 1907 during the vacation 
when none of the faculty was present, 
being conducted through the institution 
by the janitor. They found many of the 
lockers and the apparatus of the labora- 
tory locked up. 


Examination Held Usfair, (| 
The school faculty stated that the 


State Board has not made an examina- 
tion to ascertain the present condition 
of the laboratory. . 

Judge Muench declared in his decision 
that the school had not hada fair op- 
portunity to shows its condition. 

With the papers in the case the Court 
filed a letter from Dr. C. H. Hughes, 
8858 West Pine boulevard, who is a 
member of the Barnes faculty, in which, 
according to the Court’s view. an at- 
tempt was made to influence the Court. 
Judge Muench said that if the writer 
did not apologize he would be cited for 
contempt of court. The letter stated 
Mat Dr. Hughes had known Judge 
Muench’s father well, and made dam- 
aging remarks against Dr. Frank J. 
Lutz, a member of the State Board of 
Health. 

“I should have been pleased to have 
met you again while the case of the 
mandamus was before you, but I did 
not wish to appear as using old friend- 
ship to influence the case,"’ the letter 
said in part. * 

Deetor Will Apologize, 

Dr. Hughes expressed surprise that 
Judge Muench had construed his letter 
in the manner indicated in his decision. 

“I shall certainly apologize to Judge 
Muench and exp.ain myself,” said Dr. 
Hughes to a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch. ‘‘There was not the slightest in- 
tention on my part to try to influence 
the Court in the slightest manner. I 
thought that the letter would reach him 
after the decision had been rendered, 
and asked the stenographer to so date 
and mail it.”’ :

“So you, too, don’t know what an inch of rain is 
exactly,’’ said the weather clerk, as he looked at his 
rain measuring instrument. “Very few people do, it 
seems, I'll explain it to you. 

‘An acre is 6.272.640 square inches. An inch of 
water on an acre is therefore 6,272,640 cubic inches.

APT. JOHN SMITH was a soldier 

$ of fortune. He was also a bully, 
a braggart and a most amazing 

liar. But in spite of all this he was a 
great man and our country owes him a 
debt that should never be forgotten. 
Smith had knocked about the world ever 
since, as a boy, he ran away from his 
English home. He had been a soldier, 1 
sailor, a captive slave in the Orient and 


gain a true idea of his career, since for 
a great deal of it we have only his own 
word to go on.

This is 
proved by the fact that after Smith 
went back to England Pocahontas lost 
all interest in the colony and neither 
returned to visit it nor sent it aid. 
Whether or not:Smith reciprocated the 
savage maiden’s love, he undoubtedly 
made great use of it in behalf of his 
suffering fellow-Dnglishmen. Whether 
or nat Pocahontas actually regarded 
herself as Smith’s wife, she loved him 
devotedly to the end of her days. 

Smith fell ill and left Virginia. Word 
came that he was dead. Pocahontas 
was heartbroken. When the English cap- 
tured her by treachery and urged her 
to strengthen the alliance between En- 
@iand and the savages by marrying a 
colonist named Rolfe she consénted. 
Rolfe took her to London. There at 
court she came face to face with Omith.

CALLS IT GREAT SPORT 


Preparing for Big Game Stalk- 
ing in South African 
Forests.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—President 


Roosevelt and his son, Kermit, have 
been shooting elephants, lions, zebras, 
giraffes anu other wild fame of the 
tropics in the Bronx Park zoo for the 
last six weeks. 

In this way the President has been 
preparing for his South Africa hunting 
trip, which, it develops, is to be as 
much of a search for big gume with 
a photagraphic outfit as with a rifle. 

The President has accompanied his 
son to the zoo from Oyster Bay on six 
occasions, and he, as well as his official 
household and the Bronx Park officials 
have made it a point to keep the public 
ignorant of his movements. 

The camera shooting has been car- 
ried on under every possible condition 
that could be devised by Frank K. 
Chapman, the ornithologist, who is con- 
sidered one 0. vce most expert photog- 
raphers of animals and birds in the 
United States. 

Animals Shot With Camera, 

The lions have been shot asleep, eat: 
ing and running up and down ‘their long 
cages, rearing upward, snarling and bit- 
ing at the iron bars, or softly treading 
from cage to cage. 

It has been a busy time, this training 
of the President and his son for the 
African hunting trip. The President 
dves not need much coaching with the 
rifles, but the camera is something new 
to him. The President, according to 
Chipman, who. was ‘selected to train 
young Roosevelt to do the real work 

nd to give the President enough. les- 
sons sO he would know if Kermit “‘is 
doing Fight,” is colecting a photograph- 
ic outfit that will be one of the most 
complete ever tuken on a hunting trip. 

“The outfit the President wants will’ 
cost more than §2000,"" said Chapman 
yesterday. ‘He is anxious to have one 
that will take perfect pictures at a dis- 
tance of 300 feet, and this is important, 
for often in the hunting of wild game 
with the camera, even though you are 
backed up by good guns, it is danger- 
ous sport to let the game get closer. 

Kermit an Apt Pupil. 


“Young Kermit is certainly a good pu- | 


pil. He is quick to learn and seema to 
have the natural turn that goes to make 
a good photographer of outdoor sub- 
jects, and, when that subject is an un- 
tamed lion or elephant, it is important 
to know all the details you can pick 
up. — 

“We have passed’most of the time in 
trying to obtain results with a long 
focus lens, 80 we can get the subject 
at a distance of 300 feet and get all the 
details perfect. The President and his 
son will be a long way from any place 
Where they can get supplies for their 
outfit, so it is important that every- 
thing they may require be taken along 
at the start. They will have to use 
plates instead of films, for the climatic 
conditions of Africa will hardly do for 
Ahns. 

Huntsmen to Use Plates. 

“It will be somewhat of a problem 
to carry all the plates that will be re- 
quired and keep them from breaking. 
Then, too, the camera outfit has many 
delicate parts, so it will be work from 
start to finish to see that nothing is 


-broken. When a plate has been used it 


will be well to have it developed, but 
this cannot be accomplished at every 
night’s camp. But young Kermit will 
get over these troubles or I am sadly: 
mistaken. The President has .taken a 
great personal interest in the work and 
his son ts bound to show good resulta 
before the hunt is over.”’
